The first duel was fought with 
swords and Count Francis Erasmus, | 
who had become most proficient in the 
use of this weapon at Bonn, disabled 
his antagonist by a wound in the right 
arm. The other duel with Count) 
Buchwaldt, was fought under the most 
severe conditions. The combatants 
took up their stand opposite one an- 
other at a distance of fifteen paces 
and it was agreed that they should 
exchange shots with pistols until one 
of them was disabled.

The turkey rancher figures that the 
carpenter who used to get $2 a day 
when turkeys were 18 cents a pound, 
can afford to pay 30 cents when he is 
getting $3.50 and $4. 

INTERESTING PLUCKING. 
The preparing of these for the mar- 
ket is a curiously interesting sight. 

It takes place down in the gloomy, 
dank cellars of the big produce mar- 
kets, where wan men who live by the 
light of electric lamps kill and strip 
forty to fifty turkeys a day each. 

The wholesale slaughter is accom- 
plished by much more humane meth- 
ods, probably, than those by which 
chickens are killed tin the back yards 
of most of the members of the 8.P.C.A. 
In the center of the wet, sloppy, 
feather-strewn cement floor is a big 
barrel, over which dangles a heavy 
hook. Near by are the turkeys, blink- 
ing portentously, standing like the 
aristocrats of France, waiting for the 
fatal roll call. 

One is seized by the legs. In a trice 
his legs are bound; he is swung upside 
down from the hook. 

The turkey man takes a small, sharp 
knife in his right hand; opens the tur- 
key’s bil] with his left, and stabs it to 
the bird’s brain. Turkey dies without a 
single kick—without pain. A weight is 
hooked into his watties to make him 
hang straight and to overcome the 
convulsion of the muscles, and the 
feathers are stripped while the body ts 
still warm. 

The feathers are not picked as a 
housewife does it. The turkey dresser 
peels them from the flesh with a rub-

CHINESE. NOT VENGEFUL. 
Despoiled Dragon, Not Resentment, is 

' Their Reason for Not Joining in 

the Coming Fiesta. 

Chinese merchants say that a false 
idea prevails among Los Angeles busi- 
ness men because of their failure to 
accept the invitation to participate in 
the forthcoming. parade of La Fiesta 
de las Flores Leaders of Chinatown 
feel they have been placed in a wrong 
light. They declare that this fallure 
is due to bitterness over the activi- 
ties of the secret service inspectors ‘n 
rounding up Chinése evaders of the 
Exclusion Act. 

George Lem, president of the Chinese 
Board of Trade, sald yesterday: 

“It is simply because the local Chi- 
| nese feel discouraged when they look 
| upon the extent of the undertaking 
‘that we have 


the paraphernalia used in the Chinese

ONGRESS AND THE RAILROADS, 
There is no doubt that it is com- 


public whenever there seems 
irreconcilabie differences between the 
two interests. Nor is there any more 
doubt that public opinion has deter- 
mined that such intervention is very 
desirabie at this time. 
With the President heart and soul 
the movement it is sure to 
go. The House of Representatives will 
take up the business promptly, and 
while there will be opposition of a 


serious nature encountered in the 


Senate, that body is beginning to mani- 
fest less spirit of obstinacy than has 
seemed to exist there in recent years. 
It is decidedly instructive to hear the 
conciliatory tone in which Senators 
who are known to have a decided 
leaning towards corporate interests, 
speak on this subject. 

Many persons whose minds are in 
an attitude to deal in a spirit of fair- 
ness with the railroads believe that it 
is time something were done. They 
think it would be as much for the 
best interests of the carriers as for the 
public good that some steps were taken 
to regulate existing differences. In- 
deed, the best railroad men in the 
country in some instances express 
more or less openly the same opinion. 
It was Paul Morton who “set the gov- 
ernment wise” on many points in con- 
nection with the improper management 
of the roads. E. P. Ripley in an in- 
terview in The Times last week, did 
not deem itt wrong that the govern- 
ment should come into the controversy 
at the present time. He merely said 
the government was not going about 
the matter in the proper manner, And 
by the way, Mr. Ripley, if he would, 
ig just the person to tell how the 
government should proceed. 

But Mr. Ripley's negative “pointer” 
is @ good thing to keep in mind. It 
raises in the mind a serious th 


ment is one of the most complicated 
eciences of the day. The man who ‘in 
ten years masters the science of the 
Greek language so as to be regarded as 
an expert echolar in it, is justly *con- 
sidered to be possessed of somewhat 
unusual mental powers, and of un- 
usual application.

The railroads which will op- 
pose all governmental imerference will 
be well represented. If the Senators 
who stand in the way of regulation 
do not know the right way to go about 
their work they will be “made wise” by 
those who do know. Some Senators 
who express willingness to codperate in 
the work will give their help in the 
way of pointing out every wrong etep 
taken by those honestiy trying to do 
whad is right, but their aid will be all 
of the negative kind, and will, in fact, 
be obstructive.

Commission think they have at last 
stopped rebate giving. If there were 
any railroader as free as Mr. Morton 
about helping the government he could 
tell eomething about the much-talked- 
of rebates and how <¢hey are made at 
the present time.

TATE TAX COMMISSION. 

The Legisiature, at its last ses- 
sion, provided for a commission to in- 
vestigate the system of revenue and 
taxation In force in this State, and to 
recommend a plan for revision and re- 


ough | form. This commission held its third 


meeting in Sacramento a few days ago. 
While tts work has not progressed far 
enough to enable the commission to 
formulate specific plans and recom- 
mendations, a plan of so-called reform 
is under consi based on the 
suggestion of the Governor in his mes- 
sage to the last Legislature, looking to 
“the separation of State from local tax- 
ation as to sources of revenue.” It is 
said that the scheme contemplated his 
proved a great success in some of the 
Eastern States; and the claim is made 
that its application in California ‘would 
lesseh several of the most glaring evils 
that now exist in the operation of the 
old general property tax.” 

A review of the work accomplished 
up to the present time, compiled by 
the expert of the commission, shows 
that the revenues of the State of Cali- 
fornia amount in round numbers to 
$9,500,000 per annum. Of this sum, $7,- 
500,000 is raised by way of taxation; 
fees and the income from public prop- 
erty, together with a number of mis- 
cellaneous items of income, make up 
the other two millions. Of the $7,500,000 
raised by taxation, approximately %,- 
500,000 is for educational purposes, 
and is in no proper sense State reve- 
nues, the State being’ merely the agent 
of the local governments for the col- 
lection and apportionment of these 
moneys which are spent in the various 
school districts. It is thought that if 
the remaining three millions could be 
raised from sources of taxation inde- 
pendent of those sources used by the 
county and local governments, the 
State rate, as now levied on property, 
might be very materially reduced; and 
that possibly, if sufficient revenues can 
be found, the necessity of a State levy 
on property in might be en- 
tirely done away with. The idea upon 
which the commiésion is at work is 
that rallroads, telegraph and telephone 
companies, express companies, and all 
other corporations whose business ex- 
tends throughout the State and is in no 
sense localised, should be taxed for 
State purposes alone, and that the tax- 
ation of real estate and of tangible per- 
sonal property which is easily reached 
by the assessor, should be left to the 
counties and local governments. It is 
thought that this would result in 
greater equality of taxation, inasmuc. 
as there would no longer be any in- 
ducement or reason for the assessor 
to undervalue property, such as now 
exists in the fact that the State tax is 
imposed on top of the county and other 
local taxes upon the same assessed 
valuation. This, it is claimed, “would 
do away with the cost, friction, and 
annoyance of State equalization and 
would give the counties practically 
home rule in matters concerning their 
own taxation.” 

One of the subjects which the State 
Tax Commission is investigating is the 
expense of collecting taxes in Califor- 
nia. It has been found that the total 
annual expense of collection is about 
$780,000 for the collection of $25,500,000 
of State and county taxes (exclusive of 
city taxes.) This is a little more than 
3 per cent., and the amount Is regarded 
as higher than it ought to be. 

A source of serious waste is the need- 
less duplication of assessment rolls in 
the cities. The county assessment roils 
can just as well be made to do service 
for the cities, and the expense of hav- 
ing two sets of assessors, to say noth- 
ing of the annoyances of a double as- 
sessment, may be avoided. The city 
taxes might be levied in the same man- 
ner as are school-district taxes, upon 
the county assessment roll, and col- 
lected by the county tax collectors in 


the samme manner and at the same time 
as county taxes are levied and col- 


expenses of collecting the State and 
county taxes (which expense now 
amounts to $780,000 per annum, exclu- 
sive of city taxes,) it is suggested that 
it would be well “to arrange, as sev- 
eral other States do, for an assessment 
of rea] estate only once in every three, 
four, or five years, instead of 
annually,” as is done under the pres- 
ent system. This plan would be sure to 
meet objections on the ground that the 
values in most parts of the State are 
changing so rapidly that an assessment 
only once in three, four or dive years 
would fail to represent the true taxa- 
ble values of property for any one 
year. It would meet the approval of the 
majority of taxpayers, however, if for 
no other reason than that it would re- 
lieve them from the annual inquisito- 
ria} visits of the assessor. 

The full report of the State Tax 
Commission, which will come before 
the Legislature at its next session, will 
be awaited with general interest.

In 
18064,. when the Servian King, “Black 
Peter,” the grandfather of the present 
ruler of Servia, proclaimed the revolu- 
tion against the Turks Stojan joined 
the revolutionists. He fought in sev- 
eral battles and received a severe saber 
wound that nearly cost him his life. 
After his recovery he ewore he would 
be avenged on the Turks. He returned 
to his home and organized a band of 


7 robbers, who spent years in plundering 


Turkish villages and killing inhab- 
itants. He fought with the Greeks, an. 
after Greece became a kingdom he -e- 
turned to his old home. Meantime the 
Turks had put a price on his head, and 
they captured him, but he made his 
escape and fied to Belgrade. There he 
met Prince Milosh Obrenovits, to whom 
he presented a petition picturing the 
deplorable state of the Servian peopie 
and asking him to extend the revolu- 
tion to all parte of Turkey. A year 
later he turned up in Russia, where he 
was received by the Czar Alexander 
II, to whom he presented a similar pe- 
tition. 

When he returned to Servia he be- 
came again the leader of a robber 
band, and although many attempts 
were made to capture him by the Turks 
he always eluded them. When the Ser- 
bo-Turkish war began in 1876 Stojan. 
who was then near his ninetieth year, 
was sent by the head of the Servian 
army to learn the strength of the 
Turkish forces. He fulfilled this mis- 
sion, and when the war was over he 
returned to Nisch, his old home, it be- 
ing no longer under Turkish rule and 
life. 

Stojan married twice, and three chil- 
dren survive him. The oldest is & 
years and the youngest 40 years of on. 
Stojan enjoyed remarkable health for 
a man of his years. His memory, sight 
and teeth were good until the last, but 
for many years his hearing had been 
bad. “In an interview a few months be- 
fore he died he was asked if he was 
not tired of living.

However, so 
far 28 we know, no other nation carries out this custom 
regularly every year on a specially appointed day; hence 
Thanksgiving Day has come to be regarded as a distinc- 
tively American festival. 


As to the origin of Thanksgiving there is some ¢on- 
fusion. The feetival started with the “Pilgrim Fathers” 
who, after a year of terrible privation and bitter hard- 
ships encountered in their efforts to establish themselves 
in New England, whither they had come in search of re- 
ligious liberty denied them in old England, at last, as if 
in answer to their prayers, had nature’s bounties lavishly 
bestowed upon them. A day was set apart for a great 
festival—for prayer and thanksgiving: the first celebra- 
tion of a thankegiving festival in America. The first offi- 
cial proclamation was, however, issued by Washington 
when calling upon the people to express their gratitude 
for the adoption of the Constitution of the United States. 
and the day set apart was Thursday, November 26, 1789. 


Occasionally after that the President would appoint a 
special day in November, and when the President made 
no such appointment geome of the States would appoint 
a Thanksgiving Day. But the day hae been regularly 
established ever since the time of the Civil War. After 
the proclamation by Abraham Lincoln, appointing 
Thanksgiving Day in 1863, it became a regular custom 
which has continued to the present and will probably 
continue for all the future. 


It ie interesting to observe that while Thankegiving 
Day as we know it, is a peculiarly American festival, 
harvest festivals were celebrated more than 5000 years 
ago. For instance, the Jewish Sukkot (Festival of 
Booths).or Feast of the Tabernacles, was a harvest or 
“ingathering ' festival held from the 15th to the 22nd of 
the tenth month, the first and eighth day reserved for 
holy convocation. 

According to religious usage, the people left their 
houses and came forth to live in the boothe or tents 
made of twigs, branches and brushwood, during the holy 
session of eight days. The interior of the booths were 


made festive with shrubs and foliage and especially the 


leaves and fruit of the palm, the “goodly tree” of Pal- 
estine.

Thus we see that the same sentiment that impels an 
individual to the expression of gratitude for benefits re- 
eeived, also moves a nation to manifest in some reverent 
form its grateful recognition of special privilege or gen- 
eral welfare. 

The ethical and spiritual significance of Thanksgiving, 
with all its feasting, its happy reunions and its merry- 
making, will never be lost sight of, if we remember 
that this great “feast day” was born of “fast days.” 
And that while some are feasting, others will still be 
fasting. 

Thanksgiving Day will be animated ty a finer spirit 
also when we think of it not only In terms of matertal- 
ism but In terms of patriotism and democracy, when we 
remember it as the day proclaimed by the first President 
on which to commemorate the birth of the nation, in the 
adoption of the Constitution: and as the day fixed by 
Abraham Lincoin for prayer and thankagiving after the 
nation had passed through a terrible crisis—the Civil 


War.

WHAT Sir THOMAS SHAUGHNESSY SAYS 
ABOUT AMERICAN TRADE. 


From Our Own Correspondent. 


ONTREAL (Canada) November, 1905.—It was In 

his office as president of the Canadian Pacific 

Railroad that I met Sir Thomas Shaughnessy 
and talked with him about the New Canada and the 
United States. Sir Thomas is as well fitted, perhaps, 
as any man in the two countries to give a practical 
view of their future relations. He ie an American by 
birth and training, and he has for years been a Cana- 
dian ty naturalization and closely associated with every 
phase of the national and business life of the Dominion. 
The child of Irish parents, he was born in Milwaukee 
about fifty years ago and educated there in a Jesuit 
school. At fifteen he went into the employ of the 
Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul Railroad, and a few 
yeare later had so proved his efficiency that when Sir 
William Van Horne, who was then plain Mr. Van

GIANT PLANET Now IN THE MIDsT 
OF A SPLENDID STAR-GROUP.

| IDWAY between the sparkling Pleiades and the 
V-shaped star cluster known as the Hyades, low 

in the eastern sky, is the most brilliant object 

in the November heavens, It is the giant planet Jupiter, 
now in opposition to the sun, and in that part of its 
orbit nearest to the earth. This noble planet, the 
largest in the solar system, is 1300 times greater in 
volume than the one we inhabit. The diameter of this 
vast body—86,000 miles—is more than ten times fhat 
of the earth. 
A telescope of even moderate power reveals four at- 
tendant satellites, forming with their primary a minia- 
ture solar eystem. The largest of these—Gany mede— 
has a diameter exceeding 3500 miles, or nearly half that of 
our earth, and but little less than that of the bright planet 
Mars. If Ganymede were not so close to its brilliant 
primary as to be obscured in its greater splendor, it 
could be seen with the unaided eye, and indeed has 
been detected by excepttonally clear-eyed persons. 
The discovery of these four bodies moving in nearly 
circular orbits round Jupiter, by the Italian astronomer, 
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| in the atmosphere of Mars, that planet would present

Galileo, nearly three centuries ago, did much to popu- 
larize the science of astronomy, and give the human 
mind juster conceptions of the structure and vastness 
of the universe. Yet, though “seeing is believing,” 
doubt was expressed by cautious and suspicious writers, 
as to the ectual existence of the telescopic bodies, but 
as other telescopes revealed the same bodies, and their 
motions could be traced by all observers, the logic of 
their discovery could no longer be ignored, even by the 
most incredulous. 

Besides the four satellites, which are easily seen with 
&@ small telescope, Jupiter has three other very diminu- 
tive moons which can be detected only by the aid of 
very powerful glasses. One of these was discovered 
by Prof. Banard in 1892 while observing the planet 
through fhe great Lick telescope with its thirty-six-inch 
object glass. It is only about one-fourth as far from 
the eurface of Jupiter as our moon is from the earth, 
and it completes a revolution around that body in the 
very brief period of twelve hours. 

The other two minute satellites were discovered at 
the eame observatory during the past year by C. D. 
Perrine, who detected them on photographic plates 
with the great thirty-six-inch Crossley reflector. Both 
of these lie far out in space, and are at the extreme 
limits of telescopic observation, being of the fifteenth 
or sixteenth magnitudes. 

The brilliant white light of Jupiter is due to the fact 
that it is surrounded by e thick envelope of vapor—per- 
haps corresponding to the clouds in the earth's atmos- 
phere. This makes its albedo, or light-refiecting power, 
very high. If great masses of clouds were thus floating 


a much more brilliant appearance than it now does. 

This Jovian atmosphere is believed to be not less than 
a thousand miles in depth, and may be due to the fact 
that the body of the planet is still at such a high tem- 
perature that the water, instead of being condensed and 
deposited in surface depressions, forming oceans like 
those of earth, is all existing in the form of vapor as 
was the case in our planet in remote geological periods. 

That mighty forces are at work in this deep and dense 
atmosphere and on the intensely hot surface under-

of prodigious extent is intermittantly ejecting mighty 
volumes of fiery lava from the planet's interior, thus 
making the Jovian heavens lurid over an area as large 
as the United States. A fact which seems to militate 
against this theory is the slow movement of the spot 
along the eurface, but if the planet is still in a plastic 
condition, we might well conceive that the surface it- 
self should slip forward in obedience to the swift rota- 
tion of the planet, for Jupiter turns on its axis, making 
a complete revolution of its vast bulk, in the incredibly 
short space of ten hours, so that objects on the equator 
move at the rate of nearly 11,000 miles per hour, or 
about 180 miles per minute. 

One of the most important discoveries in physical 
science was made by the Danish astronomer, Roemer, 
in 1675, while observing the motions of Jupiter’s moons. 
He noticed that when the earth was receding from 
Jupiter his satellites were behind schedule time in 
arriving at predicted eclipses, while on the other hand 
when the earth was advancing toward the great planet, 
the eclipses occurred ahead of the predicted time. The 
difference in time between the two opposite points in 
the earth’s orbit was ascertained to be seventeen 
minutes. 

After witnessing this unaccountable phenomenon, and 
noting its invariable recurrence at each revolution of 
the earth, the bright thought struck him that light, 
which prior to that time was supposed to be instan- 
taneous, required a measurable period of time to 
traverse any given space, and that this period amounts’ 
to seventeen minutes in crossing the breadth of the 
earth’s orbit. The announcement of this conclusion 
produced a profound impression among scientific men. 
its logic could not be resisted, and the name of Roemer 
was imperishably inscribed on the roll of fame. 

Of course, if Jupiter is in a semi-molten condition, 
or if it has advanced to a stage where the superficial 
crust is solid, but ie stfll so hot that its water exists 
only as steam, it must be uninhabitable so far as life 
organisms are concerned. But we may give play to our 
imaginations and assume that intelligent beings exist 
there for the purpose of noting their environment. 

In the first place, then, the Jovian inhabitant will be 
deprived of any light coming from external sources. 
The rays of the sun can never penetrate to the bottom 
of their ocean of vapor. They must forever grope in 
Cimmerian darkness or depend upon some form of 
phosphorescent light. A man who weighs 150 pounds 
on the earth's surface, would there groan under a weight 
of 400 pounds. The atmospheric pressure is here 
fifteen pounds to the square inch; it would be ten times 
as much under that ponderous weight of atmosphere. 

Suppose that on some supreme occasion there should 

come a rift in this impenetrable curtain of vapor, and 
for the first time the light of day, the blue eky, the 
blazing sun, or the star-gemmed vault of night should 
be revealed in all their glory, and then the parted cur- 
tains should roll together again. What a never-to-be- 
forgotten event it would prove to every beholder of that 
wonderful scene.

Mount San Antonio, although only 10,000 feet in 
height, in consequence of comparatively recent violent 
voleanic upheaval ie the most difficult of ascent. 

As it was only about fifty miles from my camp in 
the upper Santa Ane Valley, when I announced my in- 
tention of completing my mountain climbing in that 
region, several of the neighboring youth eagerly availed 
themselves of the opportunity to accompany me. 

For that purpose no riding or pack animals were 
used, all going on foot, each one provided with e 
blanket and the food of his choice, sufficient for a five 
days’ journey. Our most direct route was through the

Still vigorous and possessed of a rententive 
memory rendered me important historical data concern- 
ing his own and companion adventurers’ experiences. 

It was Wixon, who, in the early sixtfes, set out the 
first apple trees in the Applewhite orchard, and his 
brother, a great hunter, who climbed into the tall syca- 
more trees growing near and killed the black and 
grizzly bears while they were feeding at night upon the 
rich wild clover growing there. Though possessed of 
comfortable ranch homes in the valley, several of the 
old pioneer survivors still frequent the fascinating 
cafion, especially the Wixons and Ameses.

For pariors, halis, vestfbules, nothing can be more 
imposing than a good specimen of Cereus giganteus, 
or if a smaller plant is desired, a Pilocereus senilis. 
These two require so little light and air, and stand so 
much ill usage that they safely be left without water- 
ing for months at a time. For large halis a C. giganteus 
is preferable to a palm, as it takes up less room and 
seldom needs syringing or cleaning. Many of the larger 
Echinocacti are also eminently suitable for this pur- 
pose, as they require very little care. Planted in neat 
Japanese jars, many of the smaller sorts are really beau- 
tiful ornaments for any parlor or sitting-room.

cover. But he never recovered. The injury to bis brain

ing Short’s poetry. That is what he told me. But I 
have since stopped his negotiations with one publishing 
house, and keep him under the strictest surveillance. 
And just as soon as he comes to terms, giving me my 
proper rights, and publishes Short’s poetry under the 
author’s own name, then the greatest literary phenome- 
non that ever lived will get his true deserts, and the 
world forget In its new enthusiasm its adoration for the 
great names of the past.” 

“But how is it you have never taken more direct eteps 

against this plagiarist or given your story to the world?” 
I asked earnestly. 
“Because I can best accomplith my ends by secrecy,” 
returned my fellow-traveler, “and as to the latter part 
of your question”—he smiled dryly—‘“I do not wish to 
eee all America bumping their heads for poetic facul- 
ties.”

The total stock of gold throughout the United States 
the time fixed in 1896 was estimated at $600,000,000, 
Today it is estimated in round numbers at $1,390,000,000, 
a tremendous increase. The estimate is made each month 
at the Treasury by experts there, and it is arrived at 
from month to month and from year to year by taking 
the output of the mints and adding the imports of gold— 
that is, the gold sent to the United States to pay the 


what we owe abroad and about $35,000,000 each year for 
melting by jewelers. A Jeweler who has not a piece of 
gold builion handy will melt up a gold coin of the 
United States. It makes no difference to him in a com- 
mercial way. 

The enormous increase in the stock of gold has come 
about through the gold production of this country in its 
mines and tn its imports, or foreign payments made for 
American goods. The director of the mint estimates 
that this country produced fi the year 1904 a total of 
$80,723,200 in gold. This came out of the ground at va- 
rious points, California, Colorado, Nevada, Alaska all 
furnishing large sums. Of this total about $24,000,000 
went into the arts and the remainder was taken to 
United States mints, where it.was paid for in checks 
upon the Treasury or its branches. There has-been an 
increase each year for a number of years of the gold 
production of the United States, and this accounts for 
both the increase of gold and gold certificates in the 
Treasury and in the country at large. Every time the 
government gets its hands on gold bullion it issues just 
that amount of gold certificates as an offset. There is 
no limit to the amount of gold coin the government and 
people may have. So long as there is prosperity and 
the foreign trade balance favors the United States, and 
so long as the gold mines continue to turn out the pre- 
cious yellow metal, Uncle Sam and his people will have 
gold in abundance. It will not only be in the shape of 
bullion held by the government and of the yellow coins, 
but in jewelry and other ways. 

The estimate is that there is a total stock of money of 
all kinds in the United States of close to $3,000,000,000, 
and of this vast sum nearly one-half is in pure gold, ex- 
ceeding the gold supply of any other nation on earth 
and of several of the largest put together. The circula- 
tion per capita is $31.40. It was only $21.41 when Bryan 
was nominated for President in 1896.

HERETOFORE UNTOLD INCIDENTS 
IN His Crvin WaR SERVICE. 


By Lieut.-Col. J. 4, Watrous, U.S.A. 


AJ. MASON JACKSON, United States Army, re- 
tired, was a member of Gen. John C. Fremont’s 
bodyguard, commanded by Maj. Zogonyl. 

“There is a fact of history connected with Maj. Zogo- 
nyl'’s forced march of seventy-five miles and attack on 
Springfield, Mo., early in the war, which ought not to 
slumber any longer,” said Maj. Jackson. 

“That was an unforgettable ride—seventy-five miles 
in thirty-one hours—with one short feed for horse and 
a chunk of salt beef, without bread, for man.

They were taken to the hos- 
pital, where they asked permission to bury their dead. 
Corporal Sloane was in his shirt sleeves, and they read- 
ily believed his story that he was the commanding offi- 
cer’s chief of staff and about to retire for the night.

HE Houdans belong to the French class, and are 
to that nation what the Barred Rock is to Uncle 
Sam's poultry farms, viz., the leading all-purpose 

- breed, In spite of this, however, they are bred but spar- 

ingly in Southern California. At our annual shows 

there are always a few specimens, a fact which goes to 
éhow that they catch the fancy of a few people here and 
there. In color their plumage is mottled white and 
black. the latter predontinating. Their distinctiveness, 
however, depends more upon their large crests and 

V-shaped leaf combs; neck well arched, back broad and 

sloping like a high-grade Rock or Wyandotte, breast 

round, body compact, thighe short, shanks flesh color, 


and, like the Dorkings, their English cousins, they pos- 
sess five toes. The standard weights for cocks is seven 


5% pounds. These weights make them desirable for 
short-order restaurants, being neither too small nor too 
large for this purpose. The carcass is usually plump 
and the birds mature early; the bones are inclined to 
be small, thus giving a larger amount of meat than some 
of the other breeds; the breast is exceptionally broad, 
affording an abundant supply of white meat. 
“Comparatively speaking, the Buffs are a new breed, 
and were fiirst exhibited in the early nineties. They 
have, however, been now bred for a sufficient length of 
time to come reasonably true to type and color of plu- 


mage. 

“The chicks feather and mature early, hence the breed 
is desirable for broflers, standing forcing when other va- 
rieties ‘get off’ their feet. By properly feeding, they 
can be made to weigh two pounds when but eight weeks 
old. 

“As winter layers they are to be commended. Bulle- 
tin No. 92 of the Logan (Utah) experiment station re- 
ports that they compare favorably with the Leghorn and 
White Wyandottes as egg producers. In an egg-laying 
contest between a pen of Leghorns and Wyandottes, the 
number of eggs laid by each was about equal, the Wyan- 
dottes winning out by only one egg. When taking this 
and their fine table qualities into consideration, it can 
be readily seen that as an all-purpose fowl they rank 
with the dest. 


“The hens make excellent mothers, and, owing to their 
gentle habits, can be easily confined by a four-foot fence. Systems of Judging. 


“As for color, the Buffs have several good points.

Both as utility and fancy fowls the Houdans can be 
commended, being hardy, good layers, and excellent ta- 
ble fowls.

Standard Poultry and More of it. 


With eggs at 50c per dozen, and market poultry at 19 
@22 cents per pound, with importations of daily occur- 
rence, there is every reason for an increase of egg pro- 
duction and a greater number of fowls on our farms and 
orchards. Bince it costs as much to keep a poor layer 
as a good one, it is of more than passing moment to 
breed from prolific hens by careful selection, and thus 
eventually increase production without increasing the 
cost of maintenance In a corresponding ratio. As an in- 
dication of what can be accomplished by intelligent 
selection, mating and management, we learn from a late 
bulletin issued by the Maine experiment station some 
rather startling facts bearing on the fecundity of the 
American Barred Rocks as egg machines.

FIELD NOTES. 
Unverified Weather Predictions. 


UR local weather bureau man has a difficult office 


oF fill. If he fail to predict a shower he is con- 

demned; if he make false prognostications, he meets 
the same fate. The feather man of Los Angeles is a 
public benefactor, just the same, whether he makes good 
or bad, or neglects to say anything about a rainstorm 
that slips in unawares from the bosom of the Pacific. 
For what is more delectable than a rain-scapegoat when 
the hotel corridors and the awnings shelter multitudes 
of tourists with no place to go for amusement of a rainy 
day. And the the resident hosts of the transient cuests 
can throw all the blame on the weather man, forgetting 
the fact that to obtain a minute knowledge of the climate 
the local observer anywhere must have a series of ob- 
servations from many places over which the storm must 
originate. The Pacific Ocean is not a good field for the 
establishment of weather stations, but we take it out on 
the local station as If the observer were receiving Juz- 
. ens of telegrams every day from the dreary wastes of 
the Koru Siwo in its travels from the Straits of Malacca 
to the shores of California. 

New Grasses. 

E are to have Para and Guinea grasses, a consign- 

ment now being due from Mississippi. If they 
prove adaptable to the swampy, or overflowed lands of 
San Diego county it may improve the grazing conditions 
of the Colorado delta. If I learn anything favorable 
from thia trial it will be reported in due time. I have 
advised an agent from Louisiana that he would swing 
from a Broadway lamp post if he carried out his inten- 
tion of importing Bermuda grass into Southern Califor- 
nia.

I have a memorandum of sixteen different 
maladies and conditions affecting the farmer from pear 
blight to tomato wilt. At least ten of these are virulent 
diseases. In the citrus orchards we find gummosis, 
brown rot, puffing and split fruit. In association with 
others who are thinking of these troubles every day in 
the week I come in contact with the whole of these de- 
structive agents in the course of the year. These or 
similar troubles spread their baleful influence all over 
the continent wherever the introduction of fruits and 
vegetables has occurred for a time or in extensive devel- 
opments. The study of these maladies and conditions 
is the issue of the day, transcending in importance 
the insect problem, the market question, probably, and 
everything except railroad freight rates. “We need e 
responsible body, e standing committee upon investiga- 
tional policy whose decisions shall be accepted and 
whose recommendations shall hold.

Contrast this result with 


How is all this done? It looks simple enough. The 
ideal is established first of all. The breeder resolves it 


| ically through his bean fields, particularly those varieties 
which are most like the desired kind, and marke those 


plants nearest his ideal. The seeds of these are care- 
fully saved, and they are planted in isolated positions. 
If he finds no promising variations among his planta- 
tions, then he must start off the variations in some 
other way. This is usually done by crossing the varie- 
ties which are most like the proposed kind. He has got 
a start; but now the science and skill begin. Year by 
year he selects just those plants which please him best 
and which he judges, from experience, will most surely 
carry their features over to the offspring. He starts 
with one plant; the next year he may have only two. If 
he has ten or twenty good ones, then the task is an easy 
one, for the variety has elements of permanence—that of 
hereditability—in it. But he may have no plants the 
second year. In that case he begins again; for if the 
ideal is true, ii can be attained. This bean breeder to 
whom I have referred, and. upon whom many of our best 
seedsmen rely for new varieties, tells me that he has 
discarded fully 3000 varieties and forms as profitiess. 
This only means that he is a most astute judge of beans, 
and that he knows when any type is likely to prove to be 


of the care which it is generally necemsary to exercise to 
keep any variety true to type. All these examples 
drawn from the bean are excellent illustrations of the 
best and most scientific plant breeding, and the same 
methods—varied to suit the different neede—apply to the 
amelioration of all other plants.—[L. H. Bailey.

Hew to Kill Poison Ivy. 


MALL patches of poison ivy may be dug up and sum- 
marily exterminated, though at the risk of getting 
poisoned. 

Large beds of ivy must be dealt with some other way. 
Boards laid over a bed will not kill the ivy. Even saw- 
dust, however thickly spread, will not emother 
Shoots wil) work through and soon the growth be 
flourishing as ever. 

Tarred sheathing paper will, however, absolutely 
stréy poison ivy, whether the beds are large or small, 
and no danger of poisoning will be incurred, as in dig- 
ging it up. 

Cover the poison ivy with the paper; overlap the strips 


and weight their edges carefully ~with pieces of joists | 


or boards. The object is to exclude light and air. 

It may take some time for the paper to do its work, 
but if it 4s allowed to remain two years, the hardiest 
and most luxuriant ivy will be killed to its smallest 
root.

EFERENCE has frequently been made in this de- 
partment to the Battle Creek people, so called, be- 
cause the headquarters of the organization is at 
Battle Creek, Mich., where is located one of the largest 
sanatoria in the world. Leaving aside the religious 
views of these people, with which the editor does not 
sympathize—although they undoubtedly have some cor- 
rect ideas that are not shared by other sects—they cer- 
tainly possess many features that are highly commend- 
able. In their institutions the inmates are like a big 
family. The movement is purely philanthropic, all 
profite going toward an extension of the work. The idea 
of training those who go to attempt to convert the

leaves much to be desired. On this subject something 
will be written more in detail, later on. 

The treatments given at these sanatoria are excellent. 
They include electric-light baths, scientific massage, mild 
gymnastic exercises to music, and other methods of aid- 
ing nature to throw off disease. The operators are not 
only thoroughly trained, but more than this, they take 
an interest in the patients, beyond the mere financial 
feature of the case. 

The following paper, by Dr. David Paulson—the Battle 
Creek physicians are all graduates of the so-called “reg- 
ular” echool—superitnendent of the Hinsdale (iIll.) 
Sanatorium, contributed to a special number of the “Re- 
form Advocate,” published to commemorate the opening 
in Chicago of the Michael Reese Hospital, and edited by 
Rabbi Hirsch, gives a good idea of what the Battle Creek 
idea is: 

“There is scarcely a hamlet in the civilized world that 
does not contain some who are more or less acquainted 
with the Battle Creek Idea. What ie it, and what does it 
represent? 

“Nearly forty years ago a company of earnest, self- 
sacrificing men and women organized a movement in 
Battle Creek which was founded upon the most thorough 
scientific principles and yet was so saturated with the 
principles of practical philanthropy that all of its pro- 
ceeds must for all time be used exclusively for charity 
and the promulgation of its principles. 

“This work has grown from its humble beginning un- 
til now the parent institution is the largest and most 
completely equipped in the world, and more than sev- 
enty-five similarly organized affiliated institutions have 
sprung up in such different parts of the earth as India, 
South Africa, Australia, Germany, Switzerland, Scandi- 
navia, England, Ireland, Cairo, Egypt and in this coun- 
try in Boston, Philadelphia, San Francisco, Los Angeles, 
Portiand, Hinsdale, one of Chicago's suburbs, and in 
many other places. . 

“The physicians in these institutions are all graduates 
from the best regular medical schools, and use in their 
practice all regularly recognized remedies, but utilize 
especially the various physiological remedies. 

“An important part of the Battle Creek idea is recog- 
nition of the fact that nearly al) diseases are due to en- 
tirely avoidable causes, and that the same amount of 
effort that it requires to cure an invalid, if expended in 
judicious instruction, would save thousands af people 
from becoming sick. For this reason schools of health 
are held all over the country in the winter season, and 
the gospel of health is taught in the leading Chautauquas 
and in other assemblies and in many other ways during 
the summer time. 

“During the past ten years there have been expended 
more than $100,000 in helping the most helpless, needy 
sufferers in darkest Chicago. Our dispensary at 355% 
Halsted etreet, in the Stock Yards district, is the only 
dispensary in Chicago fully equipped with appliances for 
giving baths, sprays, electric-light baths, electrical treat- 
ments and other physiological remedial measures. 

“Here more than 10,000 patients were treated last 
year, while hundreds of homes were lit up by the timely 
presence of the visiting nurses on their errands of mercy. 

“The Life Boat rescue workers have snatched an army 
of girls from lives of sin, many of whom have spent a 
greater or less time in the Suburban Home, and a 
goodly number of them are now presiding over happy

One feature of the Battle Creek idea, which the edi- 
tor does not approve, is that they have not yet broken 
away entirely from pofsonous drugs, a small dispensary 
being found in their institutions.

cuting worthy outsiders, who are doing good, conscien- 
tious work in the healing line. 

However, aside from this, these Seventh Day Adven- 
tists are worthy people, and are doing much good, in 
their own quiet, persistent way.

The Natural Cure of Disease. 


ATUROPATHY has been making strides in this coun- 

try during the past year or two, and ie likely to make 
still greater etrides in the near future, as it becomes 
More generally adopted by Americans. At present, the 
practitioners are almost all natives of the country where 
the “nature cure” originated—Germany. Naturopathy is 
based on hydropathy—the water cure—and that is still 
its leading method, but thereto have been added such 
natural methods as massage, breathing, exercise, osteo- 
pathy, bathing and so forth. 

In Germany, within the past ten years, over a hundred 
books on the water cure have been published. A num- 
ber of these have been translated into English, and oth- 
ers have been published here originally. Among the lat- 
ter is one just issued, entitled “Nature Cure, or Home 
Treatment Without Medicines’ It is written by Wulhel- 
mine H. Kuepper, a nature-cure physician of German- 
town, Penn. 

In her introduction, the author nates that in Germany 
naturopthy, after a hard fight for more than fifty years 
against medicine, is now more and more recognized 
there, and forms part of the curriculum in some of the 
medical universities. In the United States there are a 
number of institutions devoted to it. As the author 
gays, “the vitality of our own body is the main cura- 
tive power in the world, which we have only to direct 
and to assist when it is weak.” 

The aim of nature cure is to conquer the cause of dis- 
ease, not merely to suppress the symptoms, utilizing the 
natura] healing power of the body. “All parts are closely 
united by the blood vessels, lymphatics and nerves; 
therefore anything which disturbs or impairs a single 
organ affects the whole body, and the body endeavors to 
resist and throw off anything injurious to any one part 
of it.” 

Referring to the allopathic method of treating a trou- 
blesome diesase—gonorrhea—the author says: 

“It is the practice of many physicians to remove im- 
mediately all that i¢ not quite normal, which is quite 
contrary to the natural healing power. For instance, it 
is imposaible to check at once a gonorrhea by injections 
of sulpha® of zinc, nitrate of silver, tannic acid, bi- 
chloride of mercury, protargol, resarcin, etc. The great 
number of these remedies prove their inefficiency. The 
discharge may be suppressed by them for a while, but 
sooner or later the patient will have an inflammation of 
the upper part of the urethra, catarrh of the neck of the 
bladder, inflammation of the prostate, or of the loose 
connective tissue of the perineum. In short, he will 
have all the symptoms of a chronic gonorrhea, with all 
the innumerable sufferings.” 

In regard to fever, the author says: 

“Fever is usually regarded as something harmful to 
the body, a disease-in itself, and therefore to be sup- 
pressed. Nature Cure regards it as a reaction of the 
body to overcome the disease, as a natural endeavor of 
the healing power to expel morbid matter.” 

It is noted that Hippocrates declared fever to be a 
“splendid healing power.” Prof. Harless of Bona said: 
“Give me the power to create fever, and I will cure any 
disease.” 

The author correctly says, with Prof. Rosenbach, and 
other eminent liberal-minded physicians, that there are 
no specifics. It is against the law of nature to demand 
for each single disease a specific remedy, like poison and 
anti-poison. When used, there is always a relapse, and 
a secondary disease occurs. Likewise, it should be re- 
membered that anything powerful enough to kill mi- 
crobes, after they have-entered the body and begun to 
multiply, will also destroy the cells of the body. 

The author sume up thusly: “In short: Nature Cure 
is the renaisance of the old humoral therapy, which pre- 
ceded the era of medicine. The adherents of this method 
believed that impurities in the fluids of the body were 
the cause of all diseases. This therapy is proved by the 
greatest scientists of Germany in our day.

There are said to be at least 
five patent medicine concerns in the United States, 
each of which pays out to the newspapers more than 
a million dollars a year. When the Dr. Green Nervura 
Company of Boston went into bankruptcy, its debts to 
the newspapers for advertising amounted to $535,000. 
One of the best-known patent medicine makers has said 
that the 20,000 newspapers of the United States make 
more money from advertising the proprietary medicines 
than do the proprietors of the medicines themselves. 

Collier’s publishes fac-similies of agreements made 
by the patent medicine manufacturers with newspapers, 
for advertising, each of which agreement contains a 
clause that, if any matter detrimental to the company 
is permitted to appear in the reading columns, or else- : 
where in the praper, the contract may be canceled. 
The same form of agreement is used by all the leading 
patent medicine manufacturers in making contracts 
with the papers.

The official name of the patent medicine organzation 
is the “Proprietary Association of America.” Last year 
it expended less than $7000 for a “legislative committee.” 
Formerly, according to the president of thé organiza- 
tion, it spent as much as $75,000. Since thie clause has 
been adopted the newspapers have been made active 
lobbyists for the patent medicine association. There 
are some brave exceptions, but, unfortunately, most 
of them are willing to do this ditry work, for the 
money there is in it. The fighting of public health leg- 
islation is the primary object of and chief activity— 
the very reason for existence—of the proprietary as- 
sociation. Here is another clause in every contract: 
“It is hereby agreed that should the State, or the | 
United States government, pass any law that would in- | 
terfefe with or restrict the sale of proprietary medi- 
eines this contract shall become void.” These agree-— 
ments are printed in red ink, across the contract, so. 
that a newspaper proprietor cannot plead ignorance.
